I  must  of  necessity  discontinue  certain  investigative 
operations,  and  sines  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency 
is  basically  an  investigative  organisation,  and  since 
the  investigation  of  that  Agency f$  applicants  has  bsen 
performed  as  an  accomodation  and  not  as  a  legal

STATEMENT  PF  THE  MANAOERSON  THE  PAH?  OF  THE  HOUSE 

The  managers  on  the  part  of  the  House  at  the  conference  on  the 
disagreeing  votes  of  the  two  Houses  on  the  amendments  of  the  House 
to  the  bill  (S.  758)  to  promote  the  national  security  by  providing  for  a 
National  Security  Organization,  which  shall  be;  administered  by  a 
Secretary  of  National  Security,  and  for  a,  Department 'of  the  Army,  a 
Department  of  the  Navy,  ana  a  Department  of  the  Air  Force,  within 
the  National  Security  Organization,  arid  for  the  coordination  of  the 
activities  of  the  National  Security  Organization  with  other  depart¬ 
ments  and  agencies  of  the  Government  concerned  with  the  national 
security,  submit,  the  following  statement  in  explanation  of  the  effect 
of  the  action’ agreed  upon  by  the  conferees  ana  recommended  in  the 
accompanying  conference  report: 

The  House  amendment  to  the  text  of  the  bill  striked  out  all  of  the 
Senate  bill  after  the  enacting  clause.  The  committee,  of  conference 
recommend  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  disagreement  to  the 
aUiendment  of  the  House  and  agree  to  the  satne  with  an  amendment 
which  is  a  substitute  for  both  the  Senate  bill  and  the  House  amend¬ 
ment,  and  that  the.  House  agree  to  the  satne. 

The  bill  as  agreed  to  in  conference  is  the  same  as  the  House  amend¬ 
ment,  excejpt  for  typographical,  clerical,  and  clarifying  changes,  and 
the  following: 

NATIONAE  security  council 

Both  the,  Senate  bill  and  the  House  aUiendment  provided  (sec. 
101  (a))  that  the  National  Security  Council  be  composed  of  the 
President,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Secretary  of  Defense  (in  the 
Senate  bill  designated  as  “Secretary  of  National  Security"),  the 
Secretary  of  the  Army,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Air  Force,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  National  Security  Resources 
Board.  Under  the  Seriate  bill  the  Council  was  also  to  be  composed 
of  such  other  members  as  the  President  may  designate  from  time  to 
time.  Under  the  bill  as  agreed  to  in  conference  (sec.  101  (a))  the 
Council,  in  addition  to  the  meriibers  specifically  named  above,  is  to 
be  composed  of  such  of  the  following-named  officers  as  the  President 
may  designate  from  time  to  time:  The  Secretaries  of  the  executive 
departments,  the  Chairman  of  the  Munitions  Board,  and  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Research  aUd  Development  Board.

SECRETARY  of  defense

The  House  amendment 
contained  no  such  provision.  The  bill  as  agreed  to  in  conference

The  House  amendment  (sec.  203  (b))  contained  language  relating

Fleet  Marino  j 
Forces).  The  Sill  as  agreed  to  in  conference  contains,  tho  same  lan¬

TO:  THE  FEDERAL  BUREAU  OF  INVESTIGATION 


It  Is  the  opinion  of  many  that  the  Marine  Personnel  of  the 
Amy  Transportation  Corps  of  the  New  York  Port  of  Embarkation  should  be 
thoroughly  Investigated  as  to  their  loyalty  to  the  Government. 

1  The  Division  is  full  of  aliens,  who  are  not  even  suppose  to 

be  any  longer  holding  government  jobs.  The  remaining  few  are  naturalized 
l  citizens  who  lose  little  time  in  professing  their  love  for  cocmmism.  TMs 
seems  to  prevail  especially  among  the  licensed  officers.  This  holds  true 
not  only  for  the  marine  personnel  but  also  for  the  civil  service  workers 

at  the  base. 

«  The  Port  C.I.C.  seems  to  exist  in  name  only.  Reports  seem  to
